WASHlUaTON (DPD — When 
mother was a girl, peanut butter 
was made by grinding up peanuts 
and oddlng a little salt. 

When It stood for a while, the 

II came to the top, and you hod to 
stir It up good before invading 
It on brend. It was a little messy, 
but It was pure,' honest- to-gosb 
unadulterated peanut butter. 

About 30 years ago, monulsctur- 
eis bcaan "linprovlnii" peanut taut- 
ter. Flnt they added a little glyc- 
erin to retard oil separation and a 
little glucose or honey for sweet- 
ening. LaUr they learned to extract 
some of the peanut oil, convert It 
Into solid form through the "hydro- 
Renatlon" process, and then mix tt 
back Jn.' 

The smooth product that result- 
ed fmm this tinkering wss a far 
cry from the sticky spread of yes- 
teryear. But tt was atlll easentlolly 
peanut butter. 

Now there's a new gimmick In 
peanut butter manufacturing. And 
Commissioner George P. Lorrlck, 
of the U. S. food and drug admin- 
istration, doesn't like It. 

Lairlck said he Is "surprised" to 
find on the .market "a product 
Identified as peanut- butter" which 
contains "a material percentage of 
lU'drogeaated cotton-seed or soy 
bean oil, plus artificial flavor." 

llj-drogenated cottonseed oil or 
soy bean oil, as. moat housewives 
know Is usually marked as vege- 
table shortening. When sold under 
Its own name. It is cooslderabVi' 
cheaper than peanut butter. 

"We.'are faced with a sltuotlon 
that can readily mislead' the con- 
sumer lo his detriment." Larrick 
said. 

"If manufacturers are to be per-^ 
milted to substitute 20 or 3S per 
cent cheaper vegetable oils for 
more expensive peanuts, and call 
the product peanut butter, then 
the housewife needs safeguards." 

.The kind of safeguards that Lor- 
rlck has In mind are federal stand, 
ards spelling out what can be In- 
cluded In a product' labeled peanut 
butter. The food and drug adminis- 
tration already enforces ■ such 
standards on a wide variety of foods

Eortment heads met to talk about 
ow to handle such a strike should 
it come. 

.City prepares 
"The city will be prepared to 
meet any eventuality thot might 
arise In this situation," said Wag- 
er. 

The strike would Involve ap- 
proximately 38.000 workers on the 
subways, city-owned buses and 
private bus lines. They wont a IG 
per cent increase In -wages, which 
now range from t^M'.i to i3.72 an 
hour. 

The union's contrsct with the 
transit company expires Jon. 1, 
but Its pact with the private bus 
lines ended Dec. 1. That contract 
has been extended twice .to enptre 
at the same time as the transit 
authority pact.

Now, IT science could draw upon 
all the hmumeiable varieUea ol 
germ plasm and'manlpulato them 
BO as to add, but never substraet 
desirable quoUUes, It would 'end 
up with Ideal animals and plants 
for the feeding -of people,

least for a time,' of the human 
race expanding Its population be- 
yond tts food supply, A. greatly 
expanded food supply rather than 
human blrlh control Is the solution 
urged by Roman Calhollo the- 
ologians.

T think,"- she sold, "that the 
chonge In the woman volunteer 
must bavo started with World war 
n. women by the thousands re- 
placed men in Industrie and other 
women had to takq theluniace to

"Today, women are put on 
boards of museums and hospitals 
ond charity organlutlons, not Just 
because they con contribute^oney. 
but for the leadership they con 
give.
